In order to restrict this 
glut as much as possible the Alberta 
Wheat Pool is offering a bonus of 2;

The new building will contain large 
well-ventilated dormitories, 
rooms, recreation rooms, 


class- 
lavatories, 
kitchen, staff rooms, laundry, chapel 
bakery, etc. and every facility will 
be provided for the education and 


government, 

The new school will be under the 
same administration as the former 
one, being conducted by the Anglican 
Church, and the Rev, F. M, Ross Gib- 
ney will continue as principal,

Explanations and Comments 


Withstanding Ridicule, verses 1-6. 
“What are these feeble Jews up 
to?” mockingly questioned Sanballat 
before his brethren and tha army of 
Samaria, “Do they think they can 
do it all in a day? Do they expect to 
bring the stones to life out of these 
heaps of rubbish?” 

“In every community there are 
crowds of* people who have gone to 
the wall, They feel crushed and beat- 
en. Now, the Church's mission is to 


| do for this ruined mass what Nehe- 


miah did for the rubbish-heaps of 
Jerusalem—to build out of them the 
city of God. The rubbish-heap is 
God's raw material. A revival is His 
finished product.

She knows how to 
transform this mass of rubbish into
